countrey. In the moznynge, callyng his 
dꝛeame to mynde, ſoꝛy to ſlee his dough⸗ 
ter, ſoꝛper his countrey ſhulde ſtande in 
ieoperdie, he toke a knyfe, and folowed 
his dzeame. Erecteus, a man wonderful 
moche in loue with his doughter, vppon 
lyke occaſton dyd euen the fame. But to 
paſſe ouer manye an hundzed hyſtozies, 
woꝛthy all eternal} memoaye, I cannot 
without moch my difp2ayſe, ſuffer noble 
Themiſtocles, to lole his pꝛayſe. This 
baltant capitayne, not withſtandyng he 
hadde done moze honour to Athens his 
 countrey, then did almoſt any other, was 
in ſpyte of all his memoꝛable victozyes, 


banyſhed Ftheus, vndoubtedlp if _

fully Nayne, Spartius and Bulides, it | 
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intendynge to decepuea kynge, .

were any cauſe, that myght make a man 
enmy to his countrep. Themiſtocles had 
ſurea iuſte cauſe, tobe vtter ennempe to 
Athens. He was than exyled, whan there 


were kewe pꝛyncis, kewe nations, vnto 


whom, koꝛ the defence of his countreye, 
he had not done ſome dyſpleaſure. The 
choyſe was ſo euyll, the ſhyftes ſo fewe, 
that he was conſtrapned to ſeke fauoure 
at Eerres hande, kynge of the Perſiaus 
whom he had not longe befoze diſcomki⸗ 
ted in battayl. which Ferres in loue with 
vertue, taken with noble courage, yea 
thoughe it were his ennempe, coulde not 
but hyghly entertayne Themiſtocles. 
To be ſho:te, there was no man leſſe be- 
holdyng to his countrey than he, no man 
moꝛe bound to rerxes than he was. The 
kyngelaye ſooze vpon hym oft pꝛavenge 
hym, that he wolde conducte his haſte a⸗ 
geynſte the vnkynd Athentens. Themi⸗ 
ſtocles ſtylle retuſed it, and where as the 
kynge wolde make no ende of entyſyng 


hym agaynſte his countreye, he neyther 


kyndynge in his harte to do ſoo, neyther

he had founde lo beneficiall, thoughte it 
a leſſe faut to ryddehym ſelfe by poyſon, 
than to go with an armye ayenſt his na- 
tile countrep . 


¶ Cretinus Magneſius his countreye | 
being at warre with kyng Mithzidates, 
gaue his aſſent, that one callid Þermias 


his great enemye, ſhulde be capitayne a- 
penſte Mithzidates, pꝛomilynge by ſo⸗ 
lempne pꝛoteſtation, that he wolde in the 
meane ſeaſon banyſhe him ſelfe his coũ⸗ 
trey, leſte there might riſe ſom tumulte & 


bulynes by their two factions. But Her 
mtas, knowynge Cretinus to be the bet⸗ 


ter capitayn of both, foꝛ the loue he bare 
to his countrey, gaue that honour to his 
enemie, and after baniſhed hym lelfe his 
countrey, tyll the warte was at an ende. 
Percaſe the byſhop of Rome is perſwa- 
ded, that men here ar of two ſoʒtes, ſome 
yet remapnynge his true krendes. Rey- 
nard his man, map put this in his heed, 
But J truſte they bothe be deceyued. Þ 
truſte there be verye kewe, but they feele 
their knowlege moche enlightned ſithes 
this good father, with his trumpery and

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baggage departed hens, enfo:ced to dil⸗ 


patche his wares in ſome other markets 
of fooles, Fewe J thynke, but beynge 


bꝛought from ſuche a lozte ot errours in
